he average annual increase-rate 
of Protestant nations appears to be 
about thirteen per thousand, for the 
addition of the Umted States, 
Canada and South Africa would 
orobabiv raise the figures rather 
lower them; while the average in- 
crease in Catholie countries is little 
more than half of this, or only seven 
per thousand, or perhaps less since 


it might be reduced rather than 
hewhtened, by the addition of the 
Catholts States of America, which 
are so packward that trustworthy 


information is often unobtainable. 
but which appear to suffer from 
heavy death-rates, and are mostly 
situated in tropical regions unfavor- 
to the increase of European 
colonists. In Chili, one of the most 
progressive and healthy of these 
Cathohe republics, the death-rate is 
more than that of the Australasian 
colonies, and the increase-rate is 
only about siz per thousand. In 
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Mexico, the annual mortality ap- 
pears to be about thrice that of the 
Australasian colonies. 

Spain, a country so backward 
that in 1889 more than two-thirds 
of the people could neither read nor 
write. is preeminently representa- 
tive oi Roman Catholicism in the 
throughness and universality of her 
acceptance of that pernicious form of 
faith, and in the evil results thereof. 
The dleath-rate, as might be ex- 
pected in so Catholic and unprogres- 
sive a country, is an excessively 
heavy one, the annual mortality be- 
ing no less than thirty-one per 
thousand, where that of Protestant 
England and Scotland notwithstand.- 
ing their large and densely crowded 
manufacturing towns, is only nine- 
teen per thousand, and that of Pro- 
testunt Norway and Sweden is only 
sixteen per thousand. Deducting 
the annual death-rate of thirty-one 
per thousand from the annual birth- 
rate of thirty-five per thousand, 
there remains a natural increase of 
population of only four per thousand 
in Spain, while the annual increase 
of Great Britain is twelve per thous- 
and, and in Norway fourteen per 
thousand. Every year Spain sacri- 
fices 200,000 human lives over and 
above what she would lose if she 
reduced her mortality to the level 
of that of England and Scotland. 

Besides the relative weakenings of 
Catholicism through a slower rate 
of increase among its adherents, the 
inferior quality or the Catholic pop- 
ulations, as a whole, renders them 
less powerful or influential in the 
world’s affairs than the Protestant 
or Teutonic nations. Catholicism 
has long been a dwindling factor in 
pohtical arrangements. Protestant 
Germany and non-Catholic Russia 
have superseded both Catholic 
France and Catholic Austria as 
dominant Continental powers. Cath- 
olic Spain has entirely lost her form- 
er influence in European affairs and 
in world-power has sank as much as 
Protestant Britain has risen. But 
this difference in racial quality and 
its results is seen in a greater degree 
in the vast colonies which will in 
the future become far more pop- 
ulous and far more powerful than 
the relatively diminutive countries in 
Europe trom which they sprung. 
In Brazil, Mexico and the other 
Catholic republics of America (which 
occupy twice the area of all Europe), 
the population is of mixed blood, 
and is descended more largely from 
native Indians and imported negroes 
than from Spanish and Portugese 
colonists. The Protestant popula- 
tions, who are gradually filling 
North America, Australasia and 
South Africa—an area thrice that 
of all Europe, and with relatively 
temperate and healthy climates suit- 
able tor the increase of white popula- 
tions — are mostly pure in blood, 
and of a quality that should fit 
them for the great parts they may 
be expected to play in future ages. 
The 62,000,000 Catholics of America 
are in no sense any match for the 
70,000,000 Protestants; the Catholic 
States of America, though advanc- 
ing, being distinguished by relative 
weakness, corruption and general in- 
efficiency, while the United States, 
exceptionally progressive and pros- 
perous and with a population of 
76,000,000 ably utilizing vast nat- 
ural resources, is potentially, [ think, 
the most powerful nation in the 
world, as it is actually, the wealthiest. 

Independently of the superior 
quality and increasing quantity of 
Protestant population, the Church 
of Rome is losing its power over its 
own adherents. Thus in France al- 
though the prevailing religion is still 
Catholic, the goverment is unusually 
anti-clerical, and the power of the 
priest has been severely curbed. The 
Itahans defied their pope by taking 
Rome and by voting almost unan- 
imously for the suppression of his 
temporal power and the absorption 
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BEAUTIFUL DEATH. 


We have often been told b people 
who live in the shadows 0 super- 
sition and Jook back two t! ousand 
vears for their knowledge oi life and 
its meanings, that Spiritu: lism is 
good to live by but it will not do 
to die by. Of course those who so 
judge know nothing of Spiri ualism, 
and precious little of anyth ng else 
of vital importance. But I have 
heard this false assumptio: echoed 
from the platform, by o e who 
claims to be posted. 

But such absurdities are 
indicate a mental disbala ce 
egotism entirely untrustwor hy. 

Well posted Spiritualist know 
that there is nothing else so sustain- 
ing and full of comfort to tl dying. 
and that Spiritualism is th best of 
all religions to live by and afinitely 
superior to all else to die by. In 
the many hundreds of fune als that 
I have served, this fact has been ab- 
undantly illustrated. But iuch de- 
pends on temperament, and onstitu- 
tional tendencies as well as the 
nature of the discase tha affects 
the brain in the last hours >f earth 
life. In some cases the r vival of 
early impressions, cause t e dying 
to feel and act abnormal und give 
expression to thoughts or i ars that 
are foreign to the ration 1 mind. 
But those who retain the mental 
clearness, approach God with a 
growing trust and even a triumph. 
ant exultation. This is q: ite com- 
mon with high-grade Pi itualists. 
One of the most beautiful illustra- 
tions of this was recently vitnessed 
in the death — transition of Miss 
Julia Steelman, the twent: year-old 
daughter of Julia Steelman Mitchell, 
well and widely known : an elo- 
quent inspirational speake: and pro- 
gressive reformer and of course, a 
pronounced and practical Spiritual- 
ist. I cannot better des ribe this 
beautiful and impressive d: ith scene, 
than by quoting literall from the 
Banner of Light for Jai uary 11, 
1902. On the first par of the 
Banner is a fine picture o this re- 
markable girl, and we »bserve a 
striking resemblance in ier frank 
spiritual face to our Mai lie. Like 
her she went out in the e: rly bloom 
of womanhood, when te attrac- 
tions of this life were ful of rosy 
prophesies and buoyant anticipa- 
tions. This makes it see1: hard to 
bear, and against nature.

To sum it up, it is found that for 
cach bad emotion there is a corres- 
ponding chemical change in the tis- 
sues of the body, which is hfe depres- 
sings and poisonous. Contrariwise, 
every wood emotion makes à liſe- 
promoting change.

CATHOLICISM.

of his territory in a united Italy. 
The Italian parliament has abolished 
clerical privileges, and all religious 
houses have been surpressed, their 
property being taken the State, 
with the result that the numbers, 
as well as the formerly immense 
wealth, of the Italian cl have 
been greatly diminished. Even in 
Spain ‘though Protestantism is only 
permitted in private, and public an- 
nouncements of such worship are 
strictly forbidden, the Cortes in 1835 
and 1836, passed laws surpressin 
all conventual cstablishments an 
transterring their property to the 
nation. The various Catholic a 
in America are also increasingly 
tolerant or anti-clerical. In Chili. 
all religions are protected by the 
State. In Brazil, the connection be- 
tween Church and State is abolished 
ind all religions are declared equal 
before the law. In the Argentine 
Kepublic, not only are all creeds 
tolerated, but primary education is 
free, secular and compulsory. In 
Mexico. the religious houses were 
vlosed in 1863, and the church prop- 
erty was confiscated. Many ecclest- 
astical buildings have since been as- 
Signed to serve the purpose of libra- 
ries, schools, hospitals, ete.; no ec- 
clesiastiea! body is allowed to ac- 
‘juire landed property; and the law 
enacting free and compulsory educa- 
tion is now being enforced. 

In all civilized countries there are 
many people who do not accept the 
current creeds, or who actively or 
less oppose all forms of re- 
igious belief. The nominal numbers 
of hoth Catholic and Protestant 
must be considerably reduced if due 
allowance is made for this fact. 
But this kind of loss, or deduction — 
which must be especially large in the 
case of France, the most progressive 
and the most powerful of the Cath- 
„lie nations — weakens Catholicism 
without weakening the opposition 
to Catholicism. Freethinkers are 
alles of Protestants — nay, are eq- 
ually vigorous protestants — so far 
as the battle against Rome is con- 
cerned. The Secularism of an Ingersoll 
or a Bradlaugh in Protestant coun- 
tries is no more favorable to the 
Papacy than was the deism of Vol- 
tairezind Thomas Paine. The Ration- 
alism, or anti-clericalism, of heroic 
leaders of the people, like Garibaldi 
and Gambetta in Catholic countries 
isa deadly blow at the very heart 
of Catholieism. 

Similarly, the addition of non- 
Christain powers (such as Japan, 
and. in time. possibly, China, the 
hugest nation in the world) to the 
comity and balance of nations, to- 
wether with the growing considera- 
tion extended to non-Christain re- 
ligions, such as those whose ad- 
lierents render the British Empire nu- 
merically more Mohammedan than 
Christain and more Brahministic 
than both put together, will lessen 
the relative weight allowed to Cath- 
olie pre tensions in the world’s inter- 
vitional arrangements, and like 
many other considerations, such as 
the diffusion of knowledge, the ad- 
vancement of seience and the general 
spirit tendency of the age, will act 
AS 40 liberalizing or anti-Catholic in- 
tluence in political and social mat- 
ters generallv. 

Putting such considerations as the 
above together, namely, the relative 
dtecrease in number of Catholics, the 
slower progress of Catholic nations 
as compared historically with the 
more rapid-growing power and pros- 
perity of Protestant nations, the 
general inferiority of Catholic races 
as compared with the Teutonic or 
Protestant races, the poorer pros- 
pects of future world-expansion, the 
lessening influence of the Romish 
Church over its own members, the 
strengthening of the anti-papal forces 
or liberalizing tendencies by the 
spread of Rationalism and social 
and political reform in Catholic 
countries and the growing weight 
attiched to the influence and rights 
of non-Christian powers and people 
e may find grounds for confident 
hope that Roman Catholism will 
never regain the power which it 
once used so disastrously, but will 
rather lose even its present degree 
af tuthority. Under the improving 
influence of the various environ- 
ment of moral and political progress 
cen more especially in Protestant 
races, it is losing its former viru- 
icnce, and is reforming from within. 
in defiance of a Papacy which ap- 
pears to be sinking into its dotage. 

Nevertheless, there are many signs 
of persistent activity amd insidious 
danger which call for unceasing vig- 
‘lance and steadfast o ition. We 
necd not forget that Roman Catho- 
lics number nearly 250,000,000 as 
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against little more than 170,000,000 
Protestants, and that these latter 
are in a much more decided minor- 
ity among Christians than are the 
Catholics. Over -· confidence loses many 
a battle and many a race. The 
study of human nature and of the 
broad facts of history may ineline 
us to believe in such old sayings‘ as 
Magna est raritas et Bit.
